We have reviewed with great interest the study Command 
and Control Support to the President/ 1 which you sent to 
me with your letter of 6 March. 

As you have noted, the study is primarily an M in-house" 
effort, and I shall not comment on the military aspects of 
the study other than to say that I believe it takes a 
realistic view of the differing crisis situations which 
might arise and correctly assesses the consequent require- 
ments for command and control support. 

Because of the nature of the study, reference to the 
role of the Director of Central Intelligence and the Central 
Intelligence Agency are under stendably general in nature. 

To the extent that the study states these roles, I have 
found them to be stated correctly. The concepts developed 
by the study, if approved and implemented, should assist 
internal CIA crisis and wartime planning paralleling similar 
planning within the Department of Defense.
